The trend of modern politics was 
self-evident to ail!" who att^ded the 
"Wln-the-War" meetlnc held yeker- 
day afternoon in the Windsor Ha'.l. 
If women's Interest in political mat- 
ters Is to be Judged by tho enthu- 
siasm, the cheers and applause that 
greeted the varloue speakers, then li 
would appear that national question» 
In the future will be governed to no 
little extent by the opinion of female 
voters. 

McGIll l>nlvcr»ity had a direct In- 
terest In tills meeting, for Prof. Lea- 
cock, In addition to many other prom- 
inent' speakers, addressed the assemb- 
ly, an assembly composed entirely of 
women ' anxious to have this world- 
wide struggle carried to a auooasaful 
conclusion. -Miss Hurlbatt, too, an 
ardent worker In the nwvemeni to 
have all qualified women exercise 
their prerogative, was on the ptattttrm, 
although taking no active' part In the 
dtwsussion. 

Prof. ' Lieacock, with that charac- 
Istlc style which can only be describ- 
ed by calling it "Prof. L*acock'a, made 
a most brilliant and clever speech. 
Every word had behind It a power- 
ful force which took the audience by 
storm. Applause followed applause, 
as sentence^ followed sentence, and the 
doctor succeeded In what appeared 
his intention — to . Instil some .of his 
own ardor for - the cause of Union 
Government into- his . most attentive

Without .wasting any woriis' on pre 
Umlnarles, Prof. lieacock ' launched 
forth immediately into his subject. 
"Too bad that all women do not vote," 
were almost-hls first words, thereby 
winning the hearty approval of all 
the auffragettca present The Quebec 
Liberal Government, the speaker 
thought, waa to blame for the fact 
that only certain women were allow- 
ed to vote. The Conservative Govern- 
ment, on the other hand, had gone 
as far. as' its constitutional powers 
permitted in giving tlie vote to as 
many as it did. 

Prof. l<eacock made a most eloquent 
appeal for unity -and harmony. He 
sincerely hoped that whatever result* 
the election might bring, whatever 
party gained . thé ascendancy, ws 
would nevertheless see the country 
united. In order that national inter- 
ests might not be sacrificed by In^ 
temal strife and conflict. 

The speaker wag extremely optimis- 
tic with regard to the final outcome 
of the present • election. "We can,' 
he said, referring to the Union Qov: 
ernment, "afford to be calm, becauiw 
we are going. to>win," "Let ua leave 
.It to the other side to use missllés," 
he exclaimed, with reference to the 
Berlin episode. "Ood* forgive us that 
we ever called the place, Kitchener!" 
(Loud anid prolonged applause.) IIq 
even took a cheery view of the Que- 
bec situation. ' ."True, we have large 
numbers against us, but we have 
the best and bravest on our side — evan 
If the .French," were his words, "all, 
the Bulgarians, all the Turks, all the 
Gennans are against Union Govern- 
ment." Cheers. 

Taking up the question of con- 
scription,' the. doctor thought it ap.^ 
palling that it . should be necessary, 
but in hi^ own words, it must be. 
There are two ways of sending men 
to the front, the voluntary àystétn, 
and conscription. The former breaiu 
up national organization. Interferes 
with social development (by reason of 
taking inen 'from positions essential 
to national advancement); the latter 
obtains -'ihe. men from occupations 
not absolutely necessary to the coun- 
try. 

"Conscription or retire out of the 
war!" If we are In favor of retiring 
from the war. If we are willing to have 
Canada's noble efforts of the past 
iiacrificed, then according to Prof. 
Leacock, .we should vote for Laurier. 
But what we need now Is a govemr 
ment of compulsion; a government 
that can command — that is what Un- 
ion Government means. That same 
force and compulsion which Is neces- 
sary to s'end men overseas, is also 
necessary at home. If we are going 
to have' conscription of men, we must, 
as an essential accompanlmeiit,, have 
conscription of. wealth. Those who 
stay, at home should also serve, not, 
however, by "standing and waiting," 
but by giving up part of their wealth 
to the cause for 'which so many 
worthy men are laying db-^ their 
lives. 

Prof. Leacock closed his oratori- 
cal addrees amid loud and prolonged 
applause, by referring to the neces- 
sity' of keeping the home.flree burn- 
ing, in order^ that when our gallant

It could ° carry 12 
men, .and w;as able' to operate between 
one and two mifes.^ Sufficient provi- 
sion for, the . future was made In that 
the crew' always carried a Bible in 
case .It' might be necessary, to use It. 
James .' I. thought of the/ submarine 
as a good, means of escaiM^, If neoeis- 
sary., 

A sporting man next appeared on 
the scene, who made an Income by 
belting, on the length of time he could 
stay In a submerged chamber. On 
one occasion he astonished his' friends 
by staying submerged- for a longer 
period than usual, in. fabt— he never 
came up at all.

If any of our readers will take the trouble, the next time he is 
in the library, to look around at the men seated at his table, he will 
make a rather surprising discovery.

There are men who doze in every walk of life, just as there are 
those who are wide aw«ke all the time, but it is at the University 
that we sec the dozer in his perfeotiKm. Around every college cam 
.pujSvmay be seen men who are never enthusiastic about anything, 
who are never well posted on the affairs going on around them, and 
who waste immense quantities of time without having anythmg to 
show for it all. To such men the most terrible thing in life is the 
approach of the examinations. Then, for a short time, they are com- 
pelled to abandon their sluggish ways and crowd into a few short 
days the work that should have been assimilated over a period of 
months. After the" examinations are past the sudden flash of energy 
dies out, and the dozer returns to his broken rest. 

Poor dozers! They have good hearts, perhaps, and their doz 
ing is not harmful to their fellow students, but they will leave col 
lege without anything to build the foundations of their life on. The 
hours which should have been spent in character-building and in 
gathering knowledge (not only by means of books), have been 
spent in a pleasant sort of dream, which, however, must inevitably 
be broken into Avhen they reach the nide outside world.

The McGllI Chemical Society m«t 
last night at 6 o'clock in the Chemis- 
try and Mining Building, to listen to 
what proved to be one of the finest 
reviews ot a problem ever presented 
to the members. . 

Dr. Ruitan addressed tlèi me«tlnif 
on the Potash. Problem and lts,.relfi- 
tion to Canada, reviewing the possible 
sources ot potash and the industrial 
success achieved. 

The oldest method in Canada ot ob- 
taining potash was 'that In which 
hardwood was burned, the ash collect- 
ed, and shipped to "aaheries," where, 
the potash waa extiuptod. This pro- 
cess was . at that time sanctioned by 
the aovemmeiit, so that literally whole 
forests of hardiwood* were destroyed 
by Canadian farmers' tor their potash 
content Two, 'products were obtain - 
ed, one called "potash," and another 
named "pearlash," but the latter ,wai^ 
simply a poorer variety ot potanh iJlo- 
per. Analyse» of our hardwoods, y laids 
the folioT^ng results: v

Now, in the Canadian West hug« 
saw 'mills ate' daily burning up enor- 
mous quantittea of. waste in their in- 
cinerators, ahd thli h'ls b^èn Ihves- 
l.'gated as a possible source of pot- 
ash. The discovery resulted, how- 
over, that the potash passes off In 
^he draught, leaving a residue con- 
taining only 1.2 per cent. K20. 

OuUIde of the great Stassturt do- 
posits In Germany,, from dependence 
on which ' all America is striving 
agalnat, we have some six possible 
sources. Finit ot all the Salt Lake 
brlries found naturally in^ many lo- 
caliUeg in thp United States. This 
has not proved as suocesatul as ex- 
pected up to the jMreeent time. Sec- 
ondly, there are the Alanite " beds, tor 
which tlio Oeologlcal Survey' has 
probed all' Canada during the pant 
two years with no result. Thirdly, 
we have the flue dust of dement mills 
and blast furnaces. By mmns of the 
Cottrell Prooess ot olectriW ' extrac- 
tion mainly, it is possible' to remove 
a product ,whloh contains 8.91 per 
cent potash,- but which is eiurfchsd to 
20.60 per cenl, o^, second précipita- 
tlou< This value is taken from ro> 
searches carried on In the United 
States in some twenty cement mills. 
The dust so extracted Is tourtd to 
work, In excellent fashion when used 
dli^otly ^as a f«rtliUer.' Àt present 
there are no Cottrell Separators lii 
Canada, but several will be attached 
to c«ment mills ;<n tho., .near tu ture.

Icnown as Kelp, and which' promised 
such success until tho discovery was 
made that the great fronds of Lcm- 

lA 

inarla. would not regenerate tips an- 
r.tu^ly tt. «»t ,eV9^ feet below 

the surface.' ko^ the fronds are 

being used at present to produce 
potash. The fronds are ground and 
(}rled, then either used directly as 
fertiliser or their potash contents ex- 
tracted. ': 

The sixth source Is that of miscel- 
laneous waste, especiall y, J'roin.id lstll- 
lery and beet waste, andl^^mQe In- 
cinerators. The ftaïU g MB roft" and 
the one of most inlnrM^|^ Canada 
is that of extractioiT'i^m rock sili- 
cates, aind especially , Felspar, miles 
and; miles of which are to be found 
In this country. 

The problem Is ' essentially a 
chemloal one, and has been attacked 
from two standpoints. The first ic 
by distillation at a temperature of 
1,400 dog. C„ and the second by hy- 
drolysis. However, the problem rests 
on the utilisation ot the other pro- 
duots so, vastly more bulky than tho' 
pdtash. sAn attempt to produce alu- 
minium and Calcium Silicate briclif.-. 
which are exceedingly valuable, fall»l 
due to the discovery of a superior 
sand. 

Finally Dr. Ruttan presented cho 
problen^ as- still unsolved In Canada. 
The .meetIhg.L closed with a hearty 
vote. Pti;.thahk8..to'I)r. Rutua for his

Dr. F. D. Adams, 
I>e«a ot the Faculty, was called on 
for a speech. He commenced by rO' 
ihaildnar that It was a terrible thins 
to QstabUsh the reputation of belns 
a funny man, and to have to live up 
to this reputation In every speech. 
He also deplored the fact that "Doc.' 
Ware was not present to employ one 
of hla famous shufflea on thoae prea 
ent. As It was, the first and sec»nd 
year men were at one end of the room, 
the third and fourth year men at the 
other end, and he In the middle. 

Dean Adams raiferred to a recent 
conversation he bad with Prot. Dur 
ley, who Is now «mployed with the 
Imperial Munltiona Board. ' Among 
other duties be' has to consider ia- 
ventione submitted to the Board. One 
suBsestloa for the destruetion of 
submarines .that was not accepted, 
waa as ' follows. First, ko to New 
foundland and get aaals. These seals 
were to be tamed and specially train 
ed. A dummy submarine would have 
to be built, and the seals taught to 
dive under this and butt It with their 
noses. They were to be attracted by 
fastening bundles of fish to the bot> 
tom of the submarine. 

In actual fighting, a package of 
high explosive was to be attached to 
the neck of . each seal. When it «ame 
near the. enemy "sub." the seal was 
to dive and butt ihe bottom of It, 
thus setting off the explosive and' de- 
stroying the submarine. It waa not 
stated what Itappened to the seal, but 
it is thouglit tliat a new seal would 
have to be ured each time. 

Another incident that the Dean 
mentioned took place in the Harvard 
O, T. C. The students were ad- 
vancing In semblance 'of an actual 
advance at the front. There was one 
line of students In front carrying red 
ftars to represent the artillery bar- 
rage, followed by the attacking par- 
ty. The following conversation took 
place between the French Instructor 
and an old-time American officer. 
"What are the men carrying the red 
flagsr' "That's the barrage." "Why 
don't the attacking party fall on their 
faces in the pausea in the advances?" 
"Oh, they have bombs fastened to 
tliéin in front, and if they fell— tout 
serait dlsparu," 

In closing Dr.' Adams expressed 
great appreciation for Capt. Simp- 
son's work in the CO T.tJ., in ndol- 
ticn to his colleRo duties. He la 
much belm-ed by all tliç students. He 
has taken charge of the administra- 
tion of the C.O.T.C., not only on 
parade, but also every day of the 
week off parade. Everyone feels 3t- 
tremely grateful to Capt. Simpson far 
the great interest and self-sacrifice 
he has shown towards the C.O.T.C. 
'After Dr. Adams' speech' was oon> 
eluded, J. A. Dolron favoured the 
meeting with ' several nopular 'songs.
